ward Along Coast. 


London, Get. 27.— Little 
progress 
was made by either the German or 
the allied armies on the western bat­ 
tle front which for weeks has extend­ 
ed from West Flanders, on the North 
sea, to beyond 
the Franco-Prusslaa 
border on the east. 
According to advices 
from 
Paris 
the Germans have been unable to ad­ 
vance at any point, and have suffered 
heavy losses in thcdr futile attempts 
to perce the lines of the allies. 
Repeated attempts to break through 
beyond Nieuport and Dixmunde have 
been successfully repulsed despite a 
\iolent bombardment which the invad­ 
ers have directed 
against the two 
cities. 
Further south the allies continue to 
hold their positions In tho region be­ 
tween Ypres and Roulers. 
Retween 
Armentieres and Lille, to the west of 
I .a Rassee and of Lens and to the 
east of Arras the Germans h^ve made 
continuous efforts to drive the French 
from their positions between La P a v 
see and the Bonnne river, fighting of 
a particularly violent character hav­ 
ing taken place to the west of Per 
ronne, around which the attempts of 
the invading forces have been spe­ 
cially directed. 
While the latest 
official

from Paris are silent on this particu­ 
lar phase, a correspondent has tole* 
graphed

SHADE FOR THE FARMHOUSE. 
KATHLYN WILLIAMS 


Tree* Are Necessary Both For Beauty 
and Com fort’s Sake.

T he 
Im portance 
of 
shade 
trees 
around the farm house is much too 
generally overlooked in the opinion of 
specialists In the United States depart* 
moat of agriculture. 
Iii selecting the 
site for a farmhouse, they say. it is 
alway* well when possible to choose 
one where shade is already to be had. 
If this is not possible, with the eX|H*u- 
diture of a little time and trouble, the 
farm er eau plant trees which 111 a few 
years will add greatly to the comfort 
aud appearance of his home. 
No m at­ 
ter how well designed and built a 
house may Im*, if It is left entirely ex 
posed to tin* sun aud devoid of any 
setting of foliage it will not Im* really 
attractive. 
There are, moreover, sound, practi 
cal reasons for planting shade trees.
